Miss  Mollie  Snyder  died  at  Hope  hos- 
pital Sunday  morning',  Jan.  19.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred- 
rick Snyder,  and  was  born  in  Lake  town- 
ship, Allen  county,  Ind.,  July  27,  1866.

She  never  mur- 
mured, but  bowed  with  humble  sub- 
mission to  the  will  and  providence  of 
God.  The  pastor  baptized  her  and  re- 
ceived her  into  Grace  church  Jan.  19, 
1906.
